ROBERTS REPORTS BATTLES 


London, August 27.—The following dis- 
patch was sent today by Lord Roberts: 

“Belfast (Sunday), August 26.—Engaged 
the enemy the greater part of the day 
over a perimetre of nearly thirty miles.

Washington, August 27.—After several 
days’ intermission in Chinese advices the 
sovernment today received two dis- 
patches, which, presumably, bring its 
dispatches up to the most recent date. 
There are indications that the principa! 
delays in the lines of communications are 
encountered between Tien Tsin and Pe- 
kin, a fact explainable by the newspaper 
advices that small bands of boxers are 
operating on the line of communication 
of the Pekin force. Just such interfer- 
ence with the work of the signal corps 
men were experienced by the United 
States forces in the Philippines and by 
Lord Roberts’s troops in the Transvaal 
campaign. Unsually these interruptions 
are very short, the marauders being 
driven off and the lines restored within 
a day or two. The fact that more than a 
week was covered by the last interrup- 
tion gives rise to the belief here that 
these attacks upon the jines of communi- 
cation by boxers are more formidab‘e 
than was supposed to be possible after 
the heavy losses inflicted upon them by 
the international force in its advance. 

The important dispatch of the day was 
one from Minister Conger relative to the 
military situation in Pekin. Wnfortunate- 
ly it lacked a date, the minister \presum- 
ably not having yet received the depart- 
ment’s instructions to include the date in 
the body of his dispatches. The state

. Havana, August 27.—Senor Lanuza, for- 


mer secretary of justice who was recently

“T do not join the republican party,’ he 
says, “because I do not agree with the 
two principal ideas of that'party, namely, 
the immediate .cessation of intervention 
and accession of absolute independence. 
lf intervention were ‘to cease before Cuba 
had become well established upon @ 
sound economical basis, then dark days 
would be in store for us. After the repub- 
lic is established «he United States should 
m.aintain for some time international re- 
lations with Cuba, especially with refer- 
ence to Cuba’s dealings with other coun- 
tries and should also have the right of ap- 
prcving or disapproving Cuban loans 
above a certain amount. 

“Moreover, the American, government 
should uphold Cuba before the world. In- 
deed, if the United States were not to 
do these things. then the prospects would 
be gloomy. What is needed is a frank 
avowal from Washington that the United 
States will guarantee sound and efficient 
gcvernment in Cuba. This is requisite to 
a restoration of confidence.’’

A significant statement in Mr. Conger's 
dispatch is that respecting the expected 
appearance in Pekin of some of the mem- 
bers of the tsung li yamen. A’ natural 
construction to be given to this state- 
ment is that these ministers wish to 
undertake to represent the Chinese gov- 
ernment formally in negotiations with 
the powers, It having been found impos- 
sible up to this moment, according to Mr. 
Conger’s statement, to mtet any repre- 
sentative of the Chinese government in 
Pekin who was competent to open nego- 
tiations, it may be inferred that if these 
ministers actually appear with proper 
credentials one of the problems connecied 
with the present difficult situation i, 
China will be solved. With some respon- 
sible person or persons to deal with it 
may be possible for the United states to 
come tO gome agreement as to a settle- 
ment of the Chinese trouble. Ever since 
the fall of Pekin the principal difficulty 
confronting the government here has 
been to arrange for the next movement in 
its programme. It could not withdraw iis 
troops, even {ff so disposed, without ar- 
ranging for indemnification for the heavy 
cost it has been put to in the Pekin cam- 
paign. Also, it must make arrangements 
with some responsible authority for the 
future protection of American interests 
in China, as our business interésts can- 
not be withdrawn along with the army of 
occupation. Therefore as conveying a 
faint hope that in the persons of these 
members of the tsung Ii yamen there may 
be found some authorized representative 
of the Chinese government competent to 
make engagements on these points, the 
message of Mr. Conger was very wel- 
come to the authorities here. Another 
statement in Mr. Conger’s dispatch rela- 
tive to the decisian of the generals not to 
enter the imperial palace, appears to ex- 
plain the movement of the American 
troops which the press dispatches were 
unable to clear up, in relaxing the at- 
tack upon the palace gates, after captur- 
ing all but one of them. Another event 
of the day of some interest was the order 
dispatching the Castine from Shanghai 
to Amoy, a distance of about 400 miles. 
The little gunboat should make the run in 
about two days under favorable condi- 
tions.

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ERLIN, August 27.—Thousands of 
B copies of the sermon recently 

preached by Emperor William on 
the yacht Hohenzollern have been pub- 
lished for distribution among the German 
sailors and soldiers in China. 

His majesty chose as his text the elev- 
enth verse of the seventeenth chapter of 
Exodus, ‘‘And it came to pass, when 
Moses held up his hand, that Israel pre- 
vailed, and when he let down his hand 
Amalek prevailed.’’ 

After reviewing the text the report of 
the sermon as printed in The Kreuz Zeéi- 
tung quotes the emperor as follows: 

‘‘A hot and bloody struggle has begun. 
Many of our brothers stand already yon- 
der under fire, many are on their way to 
the enemy’s coasts, and we have seen 
them, the thousands who, at the call, 
‘yolunteers to the fore!’ who will be the 
guardians of the empire, now assemble 
to enter the fight with flying colors. But 
you, who remain behind at home, who 
are bound by other sacred duties, say, do 
you not hear God's call, whigh He makes 
to you, and which says to you, ‘Go up on 
the mountains, raise up thy hands to 
the heavens!’ | 

‘The prayer of the just can do much 
{if it is in earnest. Thus let it be yonder, 
where the hosts of fighters are: and at 
home the hosts of praying men. May this 
be the holy battle picture also of our 
days. May this peaceful morning hour 
remind us—may it remind us of the sa- 
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cred duty of intercession, of the sacred 
power of intercession. Certainly it is an 
enthusiastic moment when a ship with 
the young men on board weighs anchor. 
Did you got see the warriors’ eyes flash? 
Did you not hear their many voiced 
hurrahs? But when the native 
shores vanish, when one enters the glow- 
ing heat of the Red sea or the heavy 
waters of the ocean, how early brightness 
and enthusiasm grow’ weary. Certainly 
it is a sublime moment when, after a long 
voyage, in the distance, the straight lines 
of the German forts can be seen and the 
black, white and red flags of the forts 
become visible and comrades in arms 
stand on shore waiting to give a hearty

FRENCH COMMANDER REPORTS. 


Work of the Troops at Pekin Is De- 
scribed. 


Paris, August. 27.—General Frey, the 
commander of the French forces in north- 
ern China, in his account of the opera- 
tions of the French contingent, says that 
with the Russian forces also under him, 
he seized the Chuen Che Men gate of 
Pekin, August 16th, defeating large num~ 
bers of Manchu troops, who defended it 
with cannon. The géneral adds that his 
forces next captured the Si Hoa Men gate 
after a-long resistance and marched to 
Pei Tang and rescued Monsignor Favier 
and the Europeans beseiged there. He 
says the entire city between the marble 
bridge, the imperial palace and Pei Tang 
bristled -with intrenchments desperately 
defended by heavy Chinese forces and 
that most difficult and exhausting street 
fighting -was. necessary to dislodge the 
enemy.

Opened Campaign at Duluth 
Last Night 


HE REPLIED 10 ROOSEVELT 


Administration’s Philippine 
Arraigned—At Close of Speech 
Towne Was Given an Ova- 
tion by the Large 
Audience. 


August 28.—The largest 
to a political speech 


Duluth, Minn., 
mathering to listen 
that ever assembled in Duluth this even- 
ing heard Charlies A. Towne, who opened 
the campaign in a lengthy address in 
which he replied to the recent speech of 
Governor Roosevelt delivered at St. Paul 
on the occasion of the national conven- 
tion of the League of Republican Clubs 
and arraigned the administration’s policy 
in the Philippines. The avdience, which 
comprised persons of all shades of politi- 
eal belief and many scores of women, 
listened attentively to the orator’s re- 
marks for more than two hours and fre- 
quently throughout the discourse the ap- 
plause was deafening. 

The speech, which will be used as a 
campaign document, is considered as Mr. 
Towne's greatest’ political effort. At its 
conclusion he was tendered an ovation by 
the multitude. Mr. Towne will leave 
Thursday or Wednesday for Omaha and 
other western points to enter actively 
into the work of the campaign. 


Mr. Towne’s Speech. 

Mr. Towne opened by expressing a lack 
of patience with any one who believed 
in his “‘party right or wrong,’’ or “any 
president right or wrong,’’ considering the 
latter simply a statement of divine right 
of kings. He then said: 


“The issue of first moment, the one 
that temporarily dwarfs all others by 
comparison, is whether the republic itself 
is to continue. Because of the magni- 
tude of this question, which not only 
the democratic platform, but the public 
concern declares to be the paramount 
issue of the campaign, and because 1 de- 
sign to use a good part this address 
in commenting upon an address delivered 
at St. Paul recently by the republican 
candidate for vice president, I shall de- 
vote the greater part of the time tonight 
to the consideration of imperialism. It 
is one of the paradoxes of history that a 
poy of subjugation = conquest should 

ave been the inheritance of a war of 
liberation.”’ 

He then reviewed at some length the 
causes leading up to and the chief events 
of the Spanish war. He took up the 
insurrection in the Philippines, which had 
been raging for many years, sketching it 
briefly and telling how brilliantly Dewey 
and his sailors engaged the Spanish fleet 
in Manila bay, and continued: 

“It was thus as a mere incident in the 

osecution of our war for the liberty of 

uba that we found ourselves in the 
Philippine islands. It is claimed that 
circumstances were such as to compel us 
with due regard to our interests and 
our international duties to pursue in 
these islands thereafter the policy for 
which the administration has become re- 
sponsible. A brief explanation, however, 
of these «circumstances will suffice to 
show that the policy adopted was not 
only unnecessary, but that it was in the 
highest degree disadvantageous to the 
United States, while involving the ut- 
most cruelty and injustice toward the 
inhabitants of those islands and violat- 
ing every principle of good faith and the 
honorable traditions of American diplo- 
macy.” 

After again referring to the different 
situations in Cuba and the Philippines, 
he said; 

“But the statement that we never prom- 
ised the Filipinos their independence con- 
veys a false impression. Our conduct 
was such as to estop an honorable na- 
tion from using. such a. plea as a justi- 
fication or excuse for attempting fo sub- 
jugate the islands. The Filipinos made 
no secret of their object in rebelling 
against the Spanish government. What 
they desired to do was to form a gov- 
ernment of their own and to be abso- 
lutely independent ‘of Spain. The repre- 
sentatives of the Unfted States in the 
east knew this object perfectly well. The 
Filipinos proclaimed it to the world. 

‘It is important to bear in mind that 
the Filipino republic established under 
the leadership of Aguinaldo was a gov- 
ernment in fact, recognized throughout 
the island of Luzon and several adjoin- 
ing islands to the south, capable of pre- 
serving order, collecting taxes, maintain- 
ing education and a complete system of 
public edministration, raising and sup- 
porting an army which for a considerable 

eriod numbered 30,000 men, and conduct- 
ng war according to the humane prin- 
ciples of modern international law. 

“It is the fashion among apologists for 
the administration policy to represent the 
Filipinos as little short of barbarians 
and savages and as wholly incapacitated 
for the task of self government. Fortu- 
coger d the evidence on this subject Its 
readily accessible and overwhelming in 
quantity and certainty.” 


He quoted from Lieutenant John D. 
Ford, of the United States navy, Gen- 
eral Charles A. King, U. S. A., and oth- 
ers in support of his statement. Contin- 
uing, he said: 

“It is impossible to determine the exact 


' time at which the authorities at Washing- 


ton decided to take forcible possession of 
the Ses me islands. It is clear that 
Admiral Dewey for a considerable period 
after the battle of Manila bay had no 
knowledge of such an intention. Gener-

“There will be little dissent from the 
proposition that if he came to Manila 
with such knowledge the most obvious 
considerations of justice and fairness re- 
quired that the Filipinos be speedily *ac- 
gquainted with it. Yet, they were per- 
mitted to indulge all the illusion of hope 
from our supposed friendliness to their 
plans of independence, with which their 
proclamations had.made us familiar. 

“Our opponents are in the habit of re- 
ferring to the outbreak of actual hostils- 
ties between us. and the Filipinos as 
though the latter were the aggressors; 
and much ts attempted to be made out 
of such expressions as that ‘they fired 
on our flag.’ 

“But of course, since we had secretly 
formed a determination to seize the ts- 
lands it is apparent that whenever tha 
design became manifest or we attempted 
to put it into effect, the Filipinos, if they 
were earnest, when declaring their ob- 
ject to be independent, would resist it. 
The aggressor, regardless of who struck 
the first blow, would be, not he who stood 
in defense of a right, but’ he who by act 
or threat compelled the other to defend 
it. The development of the hostile de- 
sign was itself an attack. The wonder 
is, considering the tropical nature of the 
islanders and the long-continued course 
of our mingled reticence, ambiguity and 
offense, that they were not betrayed into 
violence long before any physica] clash 
actually occurred. As a matter of, fact’ 
however, as shown by Otis's official re- 
port, our troons fired the first shot and 
the Filipinos stood on the defensive. 

‘The plan to possess the whole Phil- 
ippine archipelago and to subdue it if 
necessary by force of arms was bluntly 
set forth by the president in his instruc- 
tion to General Otis under date o.: De- 
cember 21, 1898, which were embodied by 
the latter in the famous proclamation 
of January 3, 1899. 

“It is important to bear in mind the 
time when this proclamation was made 
as touching the questions of the presi- 
dent's right to issue it, its responsibility 
for the warfare that followed and its rela- 
tion to the general subject of arbitrary 
power, whose increasingly easy assump- 
tion and exercise are the invariable ac- 
companiments of imperialism.”’ 

He then discussed the protocol and the 
treaty of peace and the vroclamation of 
January 3, 1899, at Manila. which he de- 
claréd ‘is of the very essence of im- 
perialism. Divested of its cant and made 
Over into plain language, the proclamation 
tells the Filtrinos that we have seized 
their country bv brute force. and propose 
to hold it; and that they must submit to 
our preteision, yield to our assumed au- 
thority, or be shot to death, It boldly 
proclaims the right of conquest, the nigh- 
way robbery of naticns. For the first 
time in American history it is asserted by 
the responsible leader of a great party 
and a president of the republic that we 
may rigatfully wage war for purposes of 
dominion and acquire property in the land 
of-other nations and jurisdiction over 
their liberties and persons by the mere 
test of superior strength. It violates the 
most sacred traditions of our history. 

“But, what is probably as sinister in 
this proclamation as even this flagrant in- 
dorsement of forces as the basis of polit- 
ical authority and as significant of im- 
perialistic tehdencies in the executive, is 
the cool assumption by the president of 
the power to act before the execution of 
the treaty. The treaty was not yet rati- 
fied. It had not, indeed. been approve’ 
ky ths senate, but might easily never have 
been approved, since the final action of 
that body is said to have been taken by a 
bare majority of one vote.”’ 

Taking up Governor Roosevelt's speech, 
he declared it to be ‘“‘enormously disap- 
pointing. Neither in matter nor in man- 
ner is it worthy of its occasion. In re- 
spect of argument, the speech is, with rare 
exception, an alternation of evasion and 
assertion. In spirit. it is a compound of 
seold and scullion. It abounds in inac- 
cvracies, which, if accidental, are inexpli- 
cable as coming from a man who has 
performed creditably in history and 
biography. But the world is accustomed 
to inconsistenaies from Mr. Roosevelt. It 
has long icoked upon him as a predestined 
and incorrigible eccentric. It has given 
up attempting to explain him or to recon- 
ciile him witn himself. 1t is quite im- 
possible, whether it would be worth while 
otherwise or not, to make an entiraly sat- 
isfactory diagnosis of a civil service re- 
termer in partnership with Thomas C, 
Platt; a citizen-soldier who ridicules the 
volunteer, a ieader in battle who finds 
glory in being rescued from an ambush; a 
hero who boasts of shooting a teeing foe 
in the back; a candidate who plays and 
poses to delegates and galleries to obtain 
a nemination he does not want; a gentie- 
man who charges six and one-haif mil- 
lions of his fellow countrymen with law- 
lessness, dishonesty and cowardice; a 
siatesman who, mounted on a hopby, 


rides roughly at grave questions dn eco- | 


nomics and politics swinging his partisan 
lariat and yelling like an _ intéilectuai 
Comanche,”’ 

Mr. Towne then read quotations from 
the Bt. Paul speech of Governor sRvose- 
velt, which. he said showed the truth of 
what-he had said of that speech as a 
whole. He argued at considerable length 
against any possible constitutional righ¢ 
under which the United States could hoid 
and govern colonies, ridiculing the alleged 
Claim that this right was given by that 
provision of the constitution which gives 
congress the power to make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting the ‘‘ter- 
ritory and other property” of the United 
States.

All along it has been hinted by the 
Tillman or reform faction that unless 
Elmore Martin its elected sheriff Senator 
Tillman will begin fighting Charleston 
on his own behalf and that in the fail- 
ure-of his county to give Martin the of- 
fice Tillman will oppose the move recent- 
ly started by the government to bring 
the naval station to this city from Port 
Royal. While Senator Tillman has not 
showed his hand publicly it is not be- 
lieved that he would be the party to such 
a scheme, and if he is the city is very 
anxious to know it. 

The election will poll the largest vote 
here for many years past. The party 
lines have been drawn as close as they 
can be drawn, and the fight has been 
bitter and severe. Various tactics have 
been resorted to, and [It even said that 
many of the employees of certain estab- 
lishments have been~ given to under- 
stand that the owners and proprietors 
are friendly and favorable to the Mar- 
tin candidacy, and this is a quiet hint 
to the employees that they must go out 
and cast a vote for Martin,. Not in every 
case, however, will this be done. 

Martin is being opposed by William 
St. Julien Jervey, who for twenty-three 
years has béen the solicitor of this city. 
He is acknowledged one of the best law- 
yers in the state and strong pressure 
had to be brought to bear on him to 
induce him to resign the office of solici- 
tor and become a candidate for sheriff. 
He was recognized as the strongest man 
in the straightout party and he will poll 
the entire straightout vote. 

Throughout. the campaign the fight 
made on Martin has been based on the 
fact that the metropolitan police system 
was thrust on Charleston simply to give 
him a job. This fact is too plain to be 
avoided, as the entire case will show. 
When the metropolitan system had been 
in effect for two years and when the 
city and state had denounced it so bit- 
tely, it was removed and Martin was fir- 
ed from office. Just about this time 
Hugh Ferguson, sherif? of Charleston, 
with over three years to serve, died, and 
Ellerbe, then governor, was asked to 
call a primary, which he refused and ap- 
pointed Martin sheriff against the wishes 
of the wholé community. He is running 
now to get the office back. 

It has been used by Martin as a cam- 
paign dodge that the city will lose all 
of its up-country tradé unless he is 
elected, for without his election the up- 
dountry will see that.Charleston is still 
waging war on the Tillman faction. The 
fallacy of such campaign talk has been 


ij exposed time and again, and it will work 


no good. The city is fighting for a prin- 
ciple of home rule, which was taken 
away by Tiliman and his successors and 
pretty much all of this was seized by 
the Tillmanites to feed Martin, who had 
been delegated with the task of working 
for the party in Charleston.

Chicago Man Wounds Compan- 
ion and Commits Suicide, 


HAD BEEN DRINKING HEAVILY 


John W. Esson Fires Two Bullets 
Into Harold H. Stridiron and 
‘Then Instantly Turns 
the Revolver Upon 
Himself. 


New York, August 27.—John W. Esson, 
or Essing, of Chicago, today fired two bu!- 
lets, one into the head and the other the 
body of his friend and associate, Harold 
H. Stridiron, and then, thrusting the muz- 
zle of the revolver between his teeth, 
sent a bullet through his own head. The 
suicide expired immediately. His victim 
has a fighting chance for his life. The 
police are of the opinion that the man 
who attempted the murder and then 
committed suicide was crazed by the ex- 
treme heat and maddened by drink and 
jealousy. 

The police have been unable to obtain 
from the employees of the Hotel Ven- 
dome, where the shooting occurred, a clear 
connected statement of the affair. Some 
friends of the dead man assert that his 
name was Esson. Others are equally pos- 
itive that his name was Essing. Both 
men came from Chicago originally. Es- 
son, or Essing, is said to have been a 
contractor in that city. His friends as- 
sert that he came to New York with (the 
expectation of getting a contract on the 
underground road now being constructed 
in this city. 

Stridiron went to the hotel Friday night 
and registered as coming from Baltimore. 
For two or three days prior to that time 
Esson had been seen about the corridors 
of tthe hotel in the company of Stridiron, 
and it was noticed that both men were 
drinking heavily. On Saturday the sul- 
cide registered, but for some reason, Un- 
der the assumed name of H. J. Ford, of 
Boston. The two men entered the hotel 
about 8 o’clock this morning and asked 
for their keys. They both were under the 
influence of liquor. .On the way up to their 
rooms Esson said to his companion: — 

‘T believe I’ll go to your room.”’ 

“What for?’ was the answer.*‘ You have 


one of your own.”’ 
“Oh, I want to le down,’’ was Esson’'s 
answer. ‘“Can’t you even let a fellow lie 


' down on your bed?’’

The suicide was found dead on the floor 
near the window. He had killed himself

To the coroner Strid- 


' iron made the following statement; 


| gether and went around together. 


“Coroner Zucca: J am Harold H. Strid- 
iron, of No. 119 Seeley avenue, Chicago. I 
came here for the Fitzsimmons-Ruhlin 
fight from Chicagdéd. I met John Esson 
there two weeks ago and saw him sev- 
eral times afterwards. We drank to- 
I met 
him yesterday afternoon, Sunday, Au- 
gust 2th. I got him a room at the Ven- 
dome and I signed for his meals. This 
morning he came to my room and we 
were out for an automobile ride on River- 
Side drive. When we returned to the 
hotel he insisted upon going to my room 
to lie down. While there he shot me. 

“On Saturday afternoon he told me 
that he had attempted to commit suicide. 
but was stopped. He asked me to telephone 
a girl that he had attempted to commit 
suicide. Shortly after I ’phoned, the girl 
hunted him up and demanded her jew- 
elry. She then went away with Esson. 
While we were riding in the automobile he 
told me that he expected to Zet $25,000 to 
aah J to this girl, but I never saw him 
as money or any jewelry of any 

Coroner Zucca afterwards learned that 
the woman was Mrs. Lillian Hayes. She 
approached that official today and told 
him that she had loaned the suicide 
$1,000 worth of diamonds because he was 
in desperate circumstances. The coroner 
was unable to find any trace of the 
missing jewels. 

To a reporter tonight Mrs. Hayes ex- 
plained that she came here from Chi- 
cago two months ago. She said she 
knew the dead man in Chicago; that he 
brought his friends around to see her and 
soon grew jealous. 

Recently Mrs. Hayes said that he has 
often talked of murder and suicide, and 
that he attempted to kill her only last 
night. 3 

This note was found on the dead man: 

“The better the day the better the 
deed. The world and my friends will be 
rid of me. Those who have been kind 
will forgive me, as I hope God will. [I 
am a fallure.’’ ) 

It is said that Esson was a successful 
contractor in Chicago and that two years 
ago he completed the elevation of the 
Pennsylvania railroad in that city.

HE origin of the Grand Army of the Republic was in the 
soldier’s tent, the soldier’s bivouac and fraternal feelings 
‘which were created in thé hearts of soldiers as they 
stood side by side in line of battle. This association estab- 
lished ties of friendship stronger and more lasting than any 
, other which is enjoyed by human beings. When Washing- 
ton took leave of the army which he had commanded dur- 
ing the seven years’ war of the revolution a society was 
organized which has been perpetuated and called the So- 
clety of the Cincinnati. When peace was proclaimed after 
the triumphant close of the war of 1812 a similar society 
was organized composed of the veterans of our second 
struggle with Great Britain, and again after the victories 
of our army in Mexico the officers, surrounding their com- 
manding general, Scott, organized the soviety called the 
Aztec Society, and the ‘same character of’ feelings which 
inspired the creation of these societies were fresh in the 
hearts of the officers and soldiers of the army which, was 
disbanded in 1865 at the close of the great four years’ war. 
This feeling first manifested itself by the officers and sol- 
diers of the different regimentsas they bade each other 
goodby and pledging to each other that they would arrange 
at a convenient time not far distafit to. again meet together 
and talk over the stirring events through which they had 
recently passed. These meetings were had and have been 
continued to this time, almost all of the regiments having 
héld annual reunions from the date of the close of' the war 
to this day. These regimental organizations or 
soon suggested the organization of army corps 
each corps forming a separate society of its own. This was 
followed. by the organization of societies’ of each army. 
SOCIETY OF THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE. 

I believe the first society of this character was the 
Society of the “Army of the Tennessee,’’ the preliminary 
meeting for its formation being held in the senate chamber 
of North Carolina on April 14, 1865. Brevet Brigadier Gen- 
eral W. B. Woods, afterwards United States circuit judge, 
presided, and Major L. M. Dayton, who since became very 
prominent in the affairs of the government, acted as secre- 
tary. Major Generals Frank P. Blair, Jr., John A. Logan 
and Andrew J. Smith and Brevet Major General Giles A. 
Smith and Brevet Brigadier General W. B. Woods were ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a plan of - organization. 
General Blair reported the plan of organization at an ad- 
journed meeting held April 25th. The membership of the 
society was restricted to the officers who had served with 
the “Old Army of the Tennessee.’’ 

These generous and noble expressions came from the 
hearts of soldiers fresh from scenes of carnage and battle. 
Major General John A. Rawlins was elected president of the 
society, and he remained its. president until his death, Sep- 
tember 6, 1869, when he was succeeeded by General William 


SOCIEY OF THE ARMY OF THB CUMBERLAND. 
The Society of the Army of the Cumberland was organ- 
ized February 16, 1868; 
was elected and remained president until his death, April 28, 
‘1870. Its purposes were in all respects similar to those of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee. The society has al- 
ready erected equestrian statues to Major General George 
H.,. Thomas and President Garfield. 
SOCIETY OF THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 

. The Society of the Army of the Potomac wa sorganized in 
New York city, July 5, 1869. Its first president was Lieuten- 
ant General Philip H. Sheridan. 

I had the good fortune to be present as an invited guest at 
the thirty-first annual reunion of this society held in the 
city of Fredericksburg May 25, 1900. This was the first meet- 
ing of the society upon southern soll and the address of 
welcome was made by Major St. George R, Fitzhugh, who 
distinguished officer under Genera] Robert E. Lee. 
It was eloquent and patriotic tn the highest degree, 
while it was applauded by the president, his cabinet and 
members of the society, it also received the warm applause 
of the thousands of ex-confederates who joined in the hearty 
welcome to the soldiers they had. often.faced upon sanguin- 
ary and historic fields. . on 

These were the principal societies of this character. Oth- 
ers have been organized, including the Society of the Army 
of the James, afterward merged into the Society of the Ar- 
my of the Potomac; 
and of the Ninth Corps, the Society of thé Army and Navy 
of the Gulf, the Society of the Afmy of West Virginia. the 
Cincinnati Society of ex~Army and Navy Officers and the 
Pennsylvania Reserve Association. |: 

The military order ofthe Loyal ai 
States was the frst society formed by officers honorably dis- 
charged from the service. It was of@anized the day after the 
assassination of President Lincoln. 

THE ORGANIZATION OF THE G. A, R. 

The success which attended the various separate organi- 
zations brought into prominence and gave renewed impetus to 
the plan already inaugurated for the establishment of one 
grand association, the membership of which should include 
all honorobly discharged soldiers of the war of 1861-5. The 
conception of this organization is-largely due to Major 

Stephenson and Chaplain W. J. Rutledge, who, a year 
before the close of the war, commenced laying plans for an or- 
ganization of this character. The plan proposed separate army 
posts of the Grand Army, and on the 6th day of April, 1866, the 
first post of the Grand Army of the Republic was organized at 


The principal work of the first nationa] convention held in 
Indianapolis November 20, 1866, was the change of the title 
of the constitution to “Rules and Regulations,” the fixing of 
representation in national encampments on the basis of one 
representative at large for each department and one represen- 
tative for each thousand members. 
partment encampments should be composed of one delegate 
for every twenty-five members of the several posts therein. 

General John A. Logan, although not present, was elected 
commander in chief to succeed General Hurlbut, and a long 
list of distinguished men have since held this post of honor. 

The membership of the Grand Army of the Republic was 
gradually increased, reaching its maximum in 
membership was 409,

Davis, at Temple, Ga., twelve miles north 
of here in this county, is reported to have 
burned yesterday morning and everything 
connected with the plant is said to be 
totally destroyed. It wag an expensive 
modern ginnery enjoying a large patron- 
age and doing heavy business. Colonel 
S. J. Boykin, of this place, was the agent 
for the insurance company who had 
placed a policy of $2,800 on the plant, 
which was in force at the time of the 
burning. It was the only rectangular bale 
system of the town. The American Cotton 
Company iast season put fn a rival plant 
équipped with the round lap bale system. 
Some doubt is expressed if Mr. Davis will 
rebuild the destroyed plant. The origin 
of the fire is not known, nor the value 
of the. plant.

National Afro-American Press 
Association Meets, 


RACE QUESTION DISCUSSED 


A Resolution In@orsing the Admin- 
istration of President McKin- 
ley Is Voted Down Dur- 


ing the Night 
Session. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 27.—The 


National Afro-American Press Assocla- 
tion opened its convention today with 
over fifty delegates present. Shortly after 
the opening exercises Judson Lyons, 
registrar of the treasury, obtained the 
floor and urged the support of President 
McKinley. 

A discussion of the race question soon 
foilowed. T. Thomas Fortune, of New 
York, said there had been no race ques- 
tion when our island possessions were 
under Spanizh rule and that 6,000,000 ne- 
groes demanded a voice in the settlement 
of this question. W. H. Stewart, treas- 
urer of the association, said that there 
was no occasion for any rashness. 


“The white man cannot be censured for 
the stand he is taking against the negro 
of the south,” said he. ‘‘The negro has 
the advantage over the poor white man 
of the south and consequently the latter 
feels that he ig being gradually pushed 
out. He is only taking a stand that I or 
you would take if we were in a like po- 
sition. The negro has more educational 
advantages in the state of Georgia than 
the poor white man has. He has twelve 
colleges that he can attend, while the 
white man hag only three.’’ 

R. F. Hurley took exception to Stew- 
ard’s remarks, 

‘The whfle man has yet to learn that 
crime is no greater because it is commit- 
ted by a negro. We want no compromise 
in the solution of this question.”’ 

At the night session a resolution to 'n- 
dorse the administration of President Mc- 
Kinley was voted down. There was a 
large crowd present, but only ten ac- 


credited delegates were entitled to vote.

United States. Is it to be.wondered: 
at that the intelligent Cubans are be- 
ginning to believe that the brand of. 
“Independence” which they ard to,re- 
ceive from the war department is a 
sham? It is true that a Cuban named 
Verona declared that the republican 
administration should take charge of 
this matter; but when we come to in- 
quire who Verona is; the explanation 
pops out like a rabbit from a brush 
pile. He is holding office under the 
war department; he is secretary of ed- 
ucation: he is drawing a salary. It is 
the same old story—wherever you find 
a carpet-bagger, there you will find his 
room-mate, the scalawag; one ig the 
product of the other. 

The whole truth of the matter seems 
to be that the republican party is re- 
producing and effectively carrying out 
in Cuba the lovely system of recon- 
struction that it attempted to put in 
operation in the south directly after 
the war. It is sueceeding in Cuba for 
three reasons—first, ‘those who were 
fighting for independence in spite of 
the odds against them fee) under ob- 
ligations to the people of this coun- 
try; they would have this feeling if 
there were no republican organs to call 
attention to the fact that they should 
be grateful; in the second place, the 
republicans have a race to deal with 
entirely different from the whites of 
the south; in the third place, the re- 
publican programme has no political 
animus behind it—it is carried out de- 
liberately and in cold blood.

robbery and extortion! 

We are not criticising General Wood. 
We have a sincere belief that. if left 
to his own devices, he would conduct 
the Cubans to an independence at once 
genuine and lasting; but in this bus- 
iness General Wood is not his own 
master. He is not as free as he was 
at Santiago. His responsibjlities have 
a political aspect: he must obey orders. 
Corbin may have been a soldier at 
one period of his career, but 
today he is a politician engaged in 
carrying out the orders of politicians 
who, in turn, receive their orders from 
those who represent the trusts and 
syndicates. 

General Wood is a man of fine ideas 
and impulses, but he must execute 
without comment the orders that go to 
him. Hence he is in nowise respon- 
sible for the miserable jugglery that 
will end in embittering the Cubans by 
making a mockery of indepencence.

Much as we may 
regret the decision Mr. Boutwell has 
reached, much as we may disagree with 
the reasoning which led to it, he is enti- 
‘tled to credit for sincerity and to the 
respect which belongs to an honorable 
op ent. | 
Republicans organs ought to realize 
that nothing is to be gained by the der 
nunciation of those who disagree with 
them. In the very nature of things 
there are bound to be differences upon 
political questions, and every man 
who does not look at things as Sena- 
tor Hanna does is not necessarily a 
wicked man Or a bad citizen. 


The Trusts and the Young Men. 

Mr. Richard Croker has a homely 
way of expressing himself, but it must 
be acknowledged even his political 
enemies that what he has to say is 
very strongly tinctured with good 
‘horse’ sense. : 

Mr. Croker made the longest politi- 
cal speech in his life at a meeting of 
the Tammany hall executive committee 
the other afternoon. It is worth re- 
producing in full: : 

I should Uke to make a few remarks on 
a matter that I consider to be one of the 
most important of the hour, and that is 
the necessity that you should impress on 
the young men of your districts the tm- 
portance to them of joining the young 
Ynen’s clubs that are being formed 
throughout the United States. If I were 
to use a common, every-day expression of 
the condition of the young men seeking a 
future [I should say they were ‘up 
against it.” 

A young man may get a start, or ‘vhat 
looks like a etart, but I don't-cate what 
he is—clerk, messenger, bockkeeper or 
anything you please—there is no ladder 
on which he can climb, 

Hundreds of letters come to me from 
young men every day telling me just these 
things, and hundreds of letters come to 
me from young men telling me they can- 
rot get employment. 

You ought to get all the young Men to 
be politicians, to study their condiijons 
and to learn how to make them better. 
There is no hope for them in trusts, no 
chance to advance. Invite them to join 
you. Invite them te make _ speeches, 
whether they are orators or net. Get them 
to give their ideas of the issues of the 
Gay, no matter how roughly they give 
them. 

If they don’t want to join Taramany 
clubs, let them join other clubs, only get 
them thinking. Let them examine their 
own condition, and when they find that 
they have no chance to get along they will 
know what to do. Think of your own 
sons, leaders. I know many of you have 
them. If they are placed in a trust they 
are slaves to the trust. 

Where are all the little business places 
that used to be a feature in all the coun- 
try not so many years ago? The little 
grocery stores and the others where the 
whole family had an interest and every 
member of ihe family so soon as he or 
she was able was employed? They have 
been destroyed, and destroyed by the 
trusts. : 

Matters jike these ought to be brought 
to the attention of the yeung men,: four 
with their help there can be no questivL 
about the result. If I had nothing to do 
with this organization, or whether I was 
a republican or a democrat, I would get 
up and talk about it as I do now. [f the 
issues of this campaign were thoroughly 
understood, Bryan would get 9 per cent 
of the vote of the United States, because 
10 per cent are now running the 90 per 
cent and getting their hearts’ blood.

How time files—tempus fugit—the an- 
clients likened it to a bird that had wings, 
and so did we half a century ago. But 
wings will not do for a simile now. Time 
has been condensed—steam and electricity 
have almost annihilated both time ani 
distance. I was ruminating about this 
becatse in jast Sunday’s paper I pub- 
lished a request for a copy of the poem, 
“Tell Me, Ye Winged Winds.’”’ I thought 
that perhaps I might, during the week, 
be favored with one or two cdpies from 
some kind, cultured friends—some lady 
or ladies who had long years ago pasted 
the poem in a scrapbook, like my wife 
did this one, but some yankee thieves 
came along and stole hers (may they 
live always when the devil gets them.) 
When Monday morning’s mail came it 
brought me six copies from Atlanta 
friends and one fyom Jackson, which is 
seventy miles below. Monday night’s mall 
brought me six more, and Tuesday’s mail 
increased the number up to twenty-five, 
and Wednesday’s to thirty, and “‘the cry 
is, still they come.” I have now forty- 
one, and am grateful to all my friends. 
I am giad that I made the request for 
these numerous responses are the best ev- 
idence of the culture and literary taste 
of our people—most of them are from the 
gentler sex, for women are the salt of 
the earth.

Epitaphs and obituaries are forthe Iiv- 
ing mourners, but we do not know that 
our departed apirits will heed them or 
need them. Solomon says that “a living 
dog is better than a dead lion.’’ 

Yesterday I received by mail a neat lit- 
tle book of 200 pages illustrated, that has 
provoked my earnest attention, for it is 
the history of the acts and deeds of the 
First Louisiana cavalry during the civil 
war. It is well written and as entertain- 
ing as a romance and abounds in interest- 
ing facts and anecdotes. Only one who 
was a part of it could have written it, 
and that one was Lieutenant Howell Car- 
ter, of company E. I note that our Colo- 
nel Morrison’s Georgia regiment was a 
part of the same brigade, and fought side 
by side with Colonel Scott’s in many 
conflicts. The author does not stint his 
praise of Colonel Morrison’s command. 
What attracted my attention is the com- 
plete muster roll in the close of the book, 
and the deaths, resignations and promo- 
tions of every officer and the present 
whereabouts of every survivor. .-Now 
where did Lieutenant Carter get all this— 
and why have not our Georgia regiments 
got such a historian? Why did they not 
choose one long ago and put him to work? 
Why is there not a record somewhere of 
every soldier’s name, company and reg- 
iment who was in service? Colonel Byrd, 
our adjutant general, told me the other 
day that he had no muster rolls tn his 
office, and knew not where they could be 
procured. He did not know of Colonel 
Avary’s valuable catalogue of the of- 
ficers in his history of Georgia (’50 to ’81). 
The generals, the colonels and their staff 
and ‘all the captains are there, but this 
récord fails to tell what became of them. 
Captain Twiggs’s company, of Augusta, 
had nine different captains during the 
four years’ service, and the record ought 
to tell what became of them. Are any of 
them living now besides Captain Twiggs? 
Who knows? This catalogue shows that 
of the nity-one regiments that went out 
in ’61-62, only one brought back the same 
colonel it took out—some of them made 
six changes. The Eighth Georgia, that 
\ as first commanded by Colonel Bartow, 
made five changes, and thé last, Colonel 
Towers, of Marietta, is the only sur- 
vivor. 

It seems to me that a systematic effort 
should be made by the state to complete 
the records and file them. I was talking 
to an old weather-beaten veteran the 
other day, Walter Young Craddock. of 
Captain Selman’s company, in the Twelfth 
Alabama. He is on charity; was shot all 
to pleces at Seven Pines in 1862; is para- 


| lyzed in one-.arm and one leg, but eects 


about and sells pencils for a living. He 
says he could get a pension if he could 
prove his service, but he does not know 
of a single survivor of his company. 
Maybe there are some who will see this 
and write to Craddock at Talladega, Als. 

There is another record that needs spe- 
clal attention. The Daughters of the 
American Revolution earnestly desire to 
re-establish the last colonial records that 
were: burned in Professor Scomp’s house 
at Oxford a few years.ago. These rec- 
ords were procured in England about sixty 
years ago by Charles Wallace Howari, 
after long and diligent research, for which 
the state paid liberally. They were loan- 
ed to William Bacon Stevens, and then to 
C, C. Jones, and then to Professor Scomp, 
and now they are gone forever, unless the 
state will take measures to duplicate 
them. Mrs. R. E, Park. who represents 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, will bring this matter before the leg- 
islature, and we hope will succeed in her 
effort. 

And there is still another record that 
ought to be made—a brief biography of 
our state governors and the notable men 
for whom many of the counties and towns 
were named. While I was at Mt. Vernon 
recently, I asked a score of well-informed 
men to tell me something *about General 
Montgomery, for whom the countv was 
named, and all that they knew was that 
he was a soldier of the revolution. They 
did not know where he was from, nor 
what he did, nor when he died. Such a 
book should be compiled, and let each 
school board subscribe for a few coples. 
White’s statistics are out of print, and 
they are not up to date. Appleton’s Cy- 
clopedia of American Biography contains

He assured us that it made him 
very sorty to think that we could not 
go on the Kasagi. We told him she was 
built by Americans and we had special 
interest in her welfare. He said he would 
consult the Captain and let us know. 
Later he regretted to be obliged to say 
that the captain had no orders from the 
government to take passengers of any 
nationality whatever. The French at- 
tache at Pekin was most extremely de- 
sirous of going to Taku, and they greatly 
grieved not to able to take him. But 
there was the fatal lack of orders. It 
was impossible without them. The cap- 
tain was profoundly regretful. 

The British dispatch boat Humber was 
due in from Wei Hai Wei in the after- 
noon. It had gone down the evening be- 
fore with refugees. We went to the 
British consul. He is a very direct and 
businesslike young man, who seemed dis- 
posed to be agreeable, although. a bit 
uncertain abott his own powers in the 
matter. After he had asked each of us 
“Are you an American?’ and to the af- 
firmative had remarked “But that doesn’t 
make any difference,’ he gave us collec- 
tively a note to the captain of the Hum- 
ber asking him to take us along. We 
hurried back to the hotel where our bag- 
gage was stored, piled it into a sampan 
and started out.’ The Humber had come 
in and was lying clear across the road- 
stead, outside the Terrible. The road- 
stead was a little rough, with a fine fresh 
breeze blowing, afd the never-swift sam- 
pan was retarded very much. The men 
worked their best and we urged them 
constantly to greater efforts. The Hum- 
ber began to swing with the changing 
tide and we thought she was getting 
under way. For a little hope sank, but 
we hung on and soon saw what it was. 

Che Foo made a fine picture. The jag- 
ged hills beyond the town stood out dis- 
tinct and sharp in the clear light of the 
late afternoon. Their seaward slopes 
were green with waving fields or spotted 
with orchards. Right and left stood the 
two big forts. On the high bluff almost 
midway between them were the consu- 
lates and the signal station with their 
bright display of bunting.

That Labor Day this year willbe more 
generally observed as a holiday seems to 
be fully demonstrated by the way in 
which the manufacturers ind business 
men are signifying their intention to close 
their doors on next) Monday. 

Several days ago Secretary D. O. Smith. 
of the general Labor Day comittee, was 
instructed to mai] letters to all the large 
business houses and manufacturers asking 
that they observe the day by permitting

Although these letters were sent out but 
a day or so ago, a number of favorable 
answers have already been received. 
Without an exception those that have 
replied have said something compliment- 
ary about the Labor Day comniittee and 
work which has engaged the attention of 
that body. The day is looked upon as a 
holiday with more favor this vear than 
at any previous time, and it {s safe to pre- 
dict that Labor Day in the south will in 
a short time become as muh an institu- 
tion as it is in the north.

W. McBride, camp superintendent, said: 

“Mr. Clark’s stateinent is correct, and I will 
say further Ward had never been whipped for 
feigning sickness and had not been whipped 
for more than two weeks before his death, and 
was then hit only six licks with the strap. The 
reason I thought he was playing off sick and 
hit him the three or four licks, as stated by 
Mr. Clark, John Headrick and Babe Baldwin, 
two convicts, told me that Ward had said, 
scme days previous to this. that the convicts 
had been given watermelons, and he was not 
permitted to eat any because he had heen 
complaining that afternoo1 of being sick; that 
he was sorry he had played off sick. After the 
man was put in the shade I was afraid he 
m'ght be fooling me and might eszape while I 
was gone to lock 1p the other men. I locked 
him with a chain arcund the tree. He was in 
the shade and I was not gone more than fifteen 
mirutes. When I returned I spoke to h'm. 
He looked up at me but did not speak. I saw 
he was sick and went after kelp to carry 
him to the house. I returned immediately and 
found him dead.”’ 

Tom Nelson and Jim Butler, two colored 
cor victs, the only two present and who were 
woking with Ward at thé time, said the 
statement made by Messrs. Clark and Mc- 
Bride is , correct. They say further that 
Ward was never abused or beaten Dy the su- 
perintend2snt, and that Superintendent Mc- 
Bride was a fine man and does not whip 
rauch. 

Dr. P. K. Black said: “I arrived on the 
scene about eight hours after Ward’s death. 
Made a careful examination of his body. I 
found a slight bruise on his back—looked as 
thoi gh it had been made by his falling against 
something. Oneef his testicles was also blue-- 
lcoked as though it had been bruised. I ex- 
amined it carefully. It was not mashed. It 
might have been cclored from diseased con- 
diticn, or might herve been done from a 
bruise. I am inclined to think it was from 
first mentioned cause, frcm the fact it was not 
at all swollen, which I think would have been 
the case if it had been from a bruise, Cer- 
tainly there was not a mark, or bruise on him 
that was suffizient to have caused his death. 
After a thorough investigation of his body, 
and from getting a history of his condition 
previous to his death I am satisfied he died 
from heart failure.’’ 

J. L. and W. EB. Tate, members of the coro- 
s.er’s jury, state that they examined Ward's 
body and saw no marks or bruises, other than 
those mentioned by Dr. Black. And they 
agree with him that they were slight and not 
sufficient to cause death. 

Mr. Z. A. Tate, member board of commis- 
giorers roads and revenues, Elbert county, 
says: ‘I live ‘n one and a half miles of this 
camp and visit the camp once a month, of- 
ficially, and pass it frequently; that the camp 
is well kept and that I have never heard of 
any abuse or any unkind treatment.” 

From the foregoing and all facts obtainable, 
I come to the conclusion trat Luther Ward 
came to his death as stated in the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury; that there was no abuse, 
or ill treatment that could have caused his 
death.

New York, August 27.—Robert Fitzsim- 
mons tonight announced his retirement 
from the pugilistic ring. He made ar 
ineffectual attempt today to get on a4 
match for the heavyweight championship 
with James J. Jeffries to take place be- 
fore the Horton law expires at midnight 
next Friday and tonight issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘I am through with fighting. I will re- 
tire from the ring and will not claim the 
championship from Jeffries. I am ready 
and on edge to meet him next Friday 
night, as his manager suggested ten 
days ago, but as he claims he is in no 
condition to fight ow that night I am 
through with him and with the ring.

William A. Brady, representing Jeffries, 
this afternoon. Last Saturday afternoon 
Fitzsimmons deposited $2,500 to bind a 
match between himself and Jeffries for 
next Friday night, and Brady sent word 
that. he would meet Fitzsimmons to ar- 
range for a battle between Jeffries and 
the ex-heavyweight champion. Fitzsim- 
mons said he was ready and willing to

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WALCOTT QUITS A FIGHT HE 
HAD WON FROM TOMMY WEST 


New. York, August 27.—The fight be- 
tween Tommy West and Joe Walcott, 
which was the main attraction at the 
Twentieth Century Club, Madison 
Square Garden, ended in a most peculiar 
manner’ tonight. The bout had gone 
eleven rounds very much in Wuleott’s 
favor, as he had punished West very bad- 
ly about the body and had him in a very 
weakened condition. When the bell iang 
for the twelfth round, to the surprise of 
everyoody, Walcott refused to go on, 
claiming that he had injured his Jeft 
arm. Referee Charley White, suspecting 
crookedness, insisted¢ on Walcott’s con- 
tinuing, but the negro refused to resume. 

This left White no alternative other 
than to declare West the winner. There 
Was quite a large sum of money wagercd 
with West the favorite, and the referee 
Was outspoken in reference to Walcott’s 
peculiar actions. White said: 

“Walcott; was not injured. He quit 
deliberately, and it was my candid, con- 
firmed opinion that he was actuated in 
quitting by some dishonest motive. I be- 
lieve that Walcott was encouraged to act 
as he did by some person closely connect- 
ed with nim. That he should act thus is 
no surprise to me, as he established a 
precedent for similar work in San Fran- 
cisco not so very long ago. And I think 
it was a scheme to hurt the Management 
of the wentieth Century Club, whicha 
has all along acted in good faith.’’ 

Manager Kennedy, on behalf of the 
club, announced that Walcott’s share of 
the money would not be given to him, but 
would be donated to some charitable in- 
etitution.

They opened the secénd round with a 
rush to a clinch, for which Tommy 
hooked his left to the neck and crossed 
his right to the head. .Then West sent 
a hard left to the body. Walcott rushed 
his man to the ropes, sending left. to 
wind. West responded with a hard 
right on the body. From a clinch Joe 
swung twice for the head, but West 
jumped away. 

In the third they exchanged body 


punches. Walcott swung wildly without 
landing and West stepped in with a left 
on the face. West was cautioned for 
hugging. Walcott rushed viciously, miss- 
ing with right, but landing left on body. 
He rushed again and Tommy escaped 
the ropes. 

At the opening of the fourth round West 
hooked his right to the body and brought 
it up to the head. Tommy jabbed a 
hard left to the face. Walcott missed a 
left for the body and got a jab in the 
face from West. Joe caught West on 
the ropes, landing his right over the 
kidneys. At close quarters Walcott got 
to West’s body repeatedly. Walcott came 
up smiling for the fifth round and had 
the better of some swift half-arm work 
in which he hooked his right twice to the 
head. He rushed West into the latter’s 
corner and sent in two very hard lefts 
on Tom's stomach, which made West 
clinch. West was bleeding from the left 
eye when he got back to his corner. 

In the sixth Walcott ripped his left into 
the body and Tommy got-his left up to 
Joe’s chin. Clinches were frequent and 
some hot exchanges occurred with honors 
even. West's right eye was damaged in 
this round. 

Walcott landed a left on the ribs as a 
beginning of the seventh round.

Story of the Crime. 

On December 6, 1899, two women were 
huddled together over a fire in a di- 
lapidated old mountain cabin five miles 
trom Lithonia, out in tthe tileak and 
dreary woods.

It is declared that the movement among 
the quondam friends of the mayor to 
impeach him has been in progress for 
geveral days. While it has not been as- 
certained that a caucus or meeting of 
any kind has been held, it is reported 
that there is an understanding among 
councilmen in regard to the matter, 

The movement to impeach, it is repre- 
gented, began directly after the conduct 
of Mayor Woodward at the meeting last 
Wednesday. Upon that occasion, it wiil 
be remembered, he interrupted speakers 
upon the floor of council, talked rambling- 
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by Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson, who was 
presiding. 

Directly after the meeting last Wednes- 
day those who have been advocating the 
impeachment of Mayor Woodward an- 
nounced positively that they would take 
no action in regard to his conduct. They 
declared then that they had done all that 
could be expected of unem; they refused 
to ask for action on the ground that 
they had already been accused of perse- 
tuting the chief municipal executive. 
When this became thoroughly under- 
stood among those who were the friends 
of Mayor Woodward, it is said, they 
agreed to ask for his impeachment. It

Contemplated Improvements Call for 
Additional Expenditures, 


BROWN FAVORS REDUCING RATE

Says Expenses in Department of Pub- 
lic Works Can Be Cut Down 
Without Hampering Any 
of the Work for the 
Year.

There is now every reason to believe 
that the county tax rate this year will 
neither be lowered nor raised. 

Ever since the digest was completed and 
it was ascertained exactly the amount 
of taxable property given in, the county 
commissioners have been considering the 
magter of fixing a tax rate for 1900. 

The rate will be determined upon at 
the meeting gf the board on the ith of 
next month. 

The present rate is $3.74 on the $1,000. 
This was fixed last year by the commis- 
sioners and was a lowering of the rate 
of the preceding year by $1.20 on the 
$1,000. Extra expenses this year will not 
permit of a reduction of the present 
rate, 

The digest last year showed that prop- 
erty to the amount of $60,737,124 had been 
given in. With a tax rate of $3.74 on the 
$1,000 this would yield a revenue to the 
county of $189,756.84, which, with amounts 
collected from corporations owing back 
taxes, was ample to rum the county for 


twelve months. 

The digest this year amounts to $60,- 
648,412, and with the same tax rate in 
force will yield $189,425.06 for running Ful- 
ton county until the next tax rate is 
fixed. It is believed that fully $25,000 will 
be collected from outside sources this 
year, which will, of course, greatly fa- 
cilitate the payment of the expenses of 
the county. 

Improvements Are Completed. 

The commissioners had  eontemplated 
making several needed improvements this 
year which would call for expenditures 
aggregating $28,000. There are several 
back tax matters,now im the courts and 
if these are decidedin favonof.the county 
it is believed the ‘tvecessafy amount for 
making new improvements will be raised 
with but little difficutly. 

The repairs on the old courthouse will 
cost $10,000; an annex for the accommo- 
dation of the office of County Tax Collec- 
tor A. P. Stewart, who has been crampea 
for room for some time, is estimated to 
cost $3,000; the yearly salary list of the 
force of inspectors of roads and bridges 
will be $8,000; the impréveménts to the 
Roswell bridge spanning the Chattahoo- 
chee river, of which the county pays 
five-eighths of the cost, will be $4,000, 
while the furnishings in the new court- 
house are expected to cost fully $3,000. 

These expenses total $28,000 and no spe- 
cial levy has been made to raise them. 
In making the yearly apportionment sheet 
this sum will have to be taken into con- 
sideration and provision made for it. 
There are other matters calling for the 
expenditure of money which must be 
taken into consideration, but the com- 
missioners are of the opinion that de- 
spite these extra amounts the county can 
be run with the money derived from the 
rate of $3.74 on the $1,000. 

The law provides that the-county shall 
take care of indigent confederate soldiers 
who may elect to stay out of the alms- 
house, and there will necessarily be 
some money set aside for this purpose. 
The county is also expected to pay for 
the courtrooms of the justices of the 
peace in the various districts and the 
people have already voted to establish a 
reformatory for juvenile criminals. 


No Special Levies Made. 


No appropriation or special .levy has 
been made to cover any one of these, 
but it is more than probable that the 
county will be called upon to provide 
for all this year. The reformatory mat- 
ter was held up, it being understood that 
it would betaken before the legislature 
this fall for the purpose of having the 
law on the subject modified so that 
there might be separate institutions for 
whites and blacks. 

It was also proposed to make it a 
state institution, or, at least, arrange the 
law so that the city recorder might be 
empowered to send youthful transgres- 
sors of the law direct to the reformatory. 
As the law now stands the inmates must 
come from the state courts. . 

Judge E. B. Rosser, chairman of the 
board of county commissioners, stated 
yesterday that unless the unlooked for 
occurred it was highly probable the pres- 
ent rate would be made that for the en- 
suing year. «= 

He said that while he was heartily in 
favor of lowering even that rate, the 
circumstances were such as to preclude 
any such arrangement. 

“There are a number of new matters 
that will call for large expenditures 
this year,” said he, “regarding which no 
arrangement has as yet been made, and 
while I feel confident the present rate 
will be sufficient to carry the county 
through for a year, necessarily economy 
will play a large part in the work. Indi- 
gent veterans are to be looked~after, the

reformatory is to be established, provision 
must be made for paying the salaries of 
the inspectors of roads and bridges, and 
there are other matters that will need 
financial attention." 

Lower Rate, Says Brown. 

Commissioner Walter R. Brown, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
board, declared yesterday he was in fa- 
vor of lowering still the present tax rate 
and felt confident it could be done with- 
out hampering any department. 

“T have always been in favor of reduc- 
ing the tax rate,” said he, “‘and while we 
will have some extra expenses this year, 
I am firm in my conviction that the rate 
can be cut down some cents yet. I have 
done some figuring and believe that the 
secret lies in practicing strict economy. 

“The county’~this year should be run 
on a more economical basis than ever 
before. The expense of running the de- 
partment ef public works can be reduced 
without lessening the working capacity 
of that department. We expect to get 
fully $25,000 in the way of back taxes 
and this will help out considerably.” 

On last Saturday the state lowered its 
tax rate 16 cents. The rate last year was 
$5.36 on the $1,000, while this year it 
will be $5.20 on the $1,000.

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TWO DECISIONS RENDERED 


IN HOUSTON 


COUNTY CASE 


The two decisions in the Houston coun- 
ty school commissioner case—the first, 
that of State Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
affirming the election of G. W. Smith to 
the commissionership, and the second, 
that of the state board of education re- 


iE 


versing the decision of Commissioner 
‘ylenn and holding up the election of G. 
W. Smith on the ground of illegality—are 
ziven below in order to allow a clear 
understanding of the facts of the case. 

The office of school commissioner in 
Houston county is now vacant for the 
reason that the man elected to fill it 
was a citizen of an adjoining county, 
Dooly. This is the decision of the state 
board, but before that was rendered last 
Saturday there were three decisions that 
sustained the election of Smith—one from 
the county board itself, one from the 
grand jury and the third from the state 
school commissioner. 

The decision of the school commissioner 
speaks for itself, as it reviews the facts 
of the case and the reasons leading to 
the opinion that Smith was legally enti- 
tled to hold the office. The decision of 
the board rendered last Saturday, which 
declares the office vacant, does not re- 
view the facts, although the fullest dis- 
cussion was had between the members 
before action was taken. | 

The state board, in rendering its de- 
cision, simply held that since the case 
depended entirely on what Smith's inten- 
tion was, whether he should remain a 
citizen of Houston and go over to Dooly, 
the strongest evidence of his intention 
was his vote which he cast in Dooly 
county. The qualifications for the elec- 
tion in which he voted in Dooly were the 
same required in order to vote for mem- 
bers of tne legislature. Since Smith voted 
on two occasions, therefore, in Dooly, 
the natural presumption was that he was 
a citizen of that county. 

The two decisions in the case are as 


' follows: 


State Commissioner’s Opinion. 


Wellons vs. Smith.—Appeal from Hous- 
ton County. In this case an appeal is 
taken from the action of the board 
of education of Houston county. The 
board elected George W. Smith to serve 
as schoo! commissioner for the next four 


a The facts appear to be as fol- 
ows: 
There were two elections in Houston 


county. The first not having occurred on 
February 10th, the date fixed by the 
state school commissioner, was declared 
illegal. A new date was fixed and a 
new election was held. At the first elec- 
tion Smith received three votes and -Wel- 
lons two votes. At the second election, 
before the final vote was taken, both 
Smith and Wellons appeared by attorneys 
and the contention that Smith was not a 
citizen of Houston county was. brought 
before the county board of education. 
Witnesses were introduced and affidavits 
were offered to support each side of con- 
tention. After listening to all this testi- 


mony, and the argument of counsel on 
th sides, the board proceeded to the 


election. The result in this election was 

that Smith received four votes and Wel- 

lons one. The case now comes to the 

State school commissioner on an appeal 

with a record of all the testimony sub- 

—e to the county board of educa- 
on. 

Happily, there is no question in the 
case attacking the iegality of the board 
of ‘education as now constituted to serve 
in Houston county. There is nothing to 
indicate any partisan bitterness of any 
kind. Both gentlemen who happen to be 
parties to this contest are declared to be 
high-toned, honorable, capable men— 
either one of them fitted by education, 
business and moral qualifications to fill 
creditably the office of school commis- 
sioner. The law requires the county 
board of education to elect a school com- 
missioner from the citizens of the county. 
The supreme court has held that the 
school commissioner is not a county of- 
ficer in the same sense in which the 
Sheriff, the ordinary and tax collector, 
etc., are county officers. In the case of 
these county officers the code requires 
specific qualifications as well as a spe- 
cific term of residence in the county be- 
fore one can be eligible to election for 
one of the county offices. No such limi- 
tations or prescriptions are in the statute 
directing how the school commissioner is 
to be elected. The statute simply says: 
“The county boards of education shall, 
from the citizens of their counties, select 
a@ county school commissioner of educa- 


tion, who shall be ex-officio county super- } 


intendent of common’ schools and who 
shall hold his office for the term of four 
years.’’ The statute also requires that 


} before the election an examination shall 


be held on questions provided by the 
state school commissioner. “After this 
examination the county board is required 
to elect such applicant county school 
commissioner who has stood satisfactory 
examination, taki into consideration the 
moral character, business qualifications 
ee availability of each appli- 
cant.’’ 

The only question, therefore, in this 
case is simply this: Was Smith, at the 
time of his election, a citizen of Houston 
county? Smith alleges that he was. Wel- 
lon says that he was not. The records 
show that Smith has never voted in a 
State or county election except in Hous- 
ton. In the local election for the issuing 
of bonds to erect a schoolhouse in Una- 
dilla he voted during a temporary resi- 
dence in that town, but this was purely a 
local election and affected the interest 
only of the school in which he was 
employed. The records show that Smith 
to many persons, and at various times 
and occasions, declared Houston county 
to be his home. For a number of years 
since his majority he registered in Hous- 
ton county to vote.
